THE CONSTITUTION (APPLICATION TO JAMMU AND KASHMIR) 
SECOND AMENDMENT ORDER, 1909 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 370 of the Consti¬ 
tution, the President, with the concurrence of the Government of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, is pleased to make the following Order 

1, (1) This Order may be called the Constitution (Application to Jammu and 
Kashmir) Second Amendment Order, 1969. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
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2. In paragraph 2 of the Constitution (Application to Jammu and Kashmir) 
Order, 1964, under sub-paragraph (4) (relating to Part III), In clause (d) and 
In sub-clause (ill) of clause (1), fOr the word “fifteen”, the word "twenty” shall 
be substituted.
